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TO THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF BROOKS 


This is the time of year when we review the past year’s busi- 
ness and make our plans for next year. 


This year has been marked with fires which took one of our 
school buildings, one of the largest stores in Town and three farm 
buildings. We have had a series of washouts on our highways 
during the past year. Whatever savings we had because of lack 
of snow were offset by the mcieased amount of sanding required 
all through the winter and the increased expense of highway re- 
pair due to unseasonable weather. 


We have met the above obligations but in some instances it 
has necessitated overdrafts. In other accounts we have some 
unexpended balances. Overall, we were able to come out better 
than even.with a balance in the bank. However, our present 
school situation has presented a major problem to the selectmen. 
Due to errors 1n planning and late filing of claims, the School De- 
partment was out of funds at Christmas vacation. The Selectmen 
were unable to pay the bills without diverting funds from other 
accounts which were also due and payable. We, therefore, paid 
no bills which were presented after December 24th, at which time 
the school account was overdrawn $510.15. - (Figuring credits to 
February 15, 1949.) The expenses which have not. been met will 
have to be paid out of next year’s budget along with the paid 
overdraft. The School Department has recommended raising 
$15,700.00 in their report, which includes the above expenses. 


The Budget Committee has recommended a municipal bud- 
get which is about the same as last year. It is recommended that 
the loan of $8,000.00 for the new school building be financed 
through the First National Bank payable at $1,000.00 per year at 
3% interest. This will increase the Town debt to $15,000.00.

In cooperation with our Representative, we have been suc- 
cessful in securing $5,000.00 to be expended by the State on 
S. H. D. No. 7 over Ames Hill. We also received $500.00 which 
was expended by the Town this year on the above road. 


We can expect about $600.00 in accounts due the Town from 
the State since 1944 and 1945 which we have proven to be due us. 


We have been informed since the Budget meeting that it will 
not be necessary to 1aise $760.00 for Highway Patrol. It is recom- 
mended that part of this money be transferred to State Aid High- 
way construction. (The amount of money which the State will 
match two to one has been increased since the Budget meeting to 
$1,066.00. ) 


It has been our intention in this letter to explain to you in 
words the things which cannot entirely be explained by figures.

The principal of Morse Memorial School is given the job of 
instruction, supervision of teachers, promotion of educational 
advancement, and general supervision of the children, buildings, 
and grounds.

5. Teachers’ meetings held every other week to determine 
the best policies and methods for your school. 


There are many other things that your teachers have tried 
to do to make Morse Memorial School the best—to give your 


child an equal educational opportunity with other children in the 
State.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Public Health is the responsibility of each individual in the 
Community. Let it not be true in regard to Public Health that, 
what is everybody’s business is nobody’s business. 


Public Health Nursing is carried on through a generalized 
educational program with its goal the securing and maii.taining 
of good physical and mental health for everyone. The program 
has beea ir terrupted this year due to the changirg and shortage 
of Public Health Nurses. Even with this handicap the Commun- 
ity has been visited by the Public Health Nurse 22 times this © 
year. 


The maternal and infant program is one of the most impor- 
tant phases of a Public Health Nursing Program as the well being 
of the mother during pregnancy and the production of a normal, 
healthy infant are the factors on which community life and 
health itself depends. To this end, 4 visits to mothers, 25 visits 
to infants and 30 visits to pre-school children have been made. 


The school child has been given service through conferences 
with the teachers and superintendents of Schools to plan an ade- 
quate health program and discuss individual health problems. 
Sixteen follow up home visits have been made. Three immuni- 
zation clinics have been held where 14 children have been vacci- 
nated against Smallpox. Seventeen children have been protected 
against Diphtheria and 3 children have completed tmoculation for 
whooping cough. 


The specialized programs have been the State Clinics for 
Crippled Children, Pediatric cases, Mental Hygiene Care and 
Chest X-ray diagnostic service. Home visits have been made to 
this group whenever there has been a need. 
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Communicable disease and Venereal disease are also Public 
Health responsibilities. To assist with this phase of the program, 
10 home visits have been made. 


The local Health Council has not been active this year due 
to the change in nursing service but plans are underway for a 
more complete health Program in 1949. Four meetings have been 
held with the Public Health Nurse in attendance at 3. Fifteen 
inte1 views have been held with individual members of the Conucil 
to assist in planning activities. 


The Salvation Army has given assistance in financing surgi- 
cal corrections for children in the community through the County 


Salvation Army Chapter. 


District Health Center No. 3, of which Brooks is a part, has 
one project that no other district in the State can boast. This is 
the organization of its Local Health Officers. This is a very new 
organization that has come into being through the efforts of Dr. 
Priest, the State District Health Officer, and the Local Health 
Officers themselves. Without doubt, this will be a very effective 
organization and will play a very important part in the quality of 
service the Local Health Officer will be able to render his commu- 
nity. 

As it is only through the combined efforts of the Health 
Council, Town Officials and other Health Agencies that a good 
Public Health Program can be given to your community may we 
all work together to make the coming year an cutstanding one in 
Public Health achievements. 


I wish to take this opportu ity to thank the Town Officials 
and Health Council for their cooperation in the Public Health 


Nursing Program.
